The eighteen steers 
arrived at the North Edmonton 
packing plant’ on Friday morning, 
making acar of as choice cattle 
as lias ever been purchased by the 
Griffin” Oonipany. They were 
killed on Saturday morning and 
were found to be better than the 
average in quality of meat, par- 
ticularly in fat. 

These cattle, when purchased 
for the purpose of the experiment, 
were quite an ordinary lot, but 
when sold at Lacombe the average 
weight of the herd of eighteen was 
1,818 pounds. They were fed on 
chop grain, a mixture of barley, 
wheat and oats, the wheat being 
frozen and rough grain, Of this 


.‘ mixture of grain, whicfi could not 
“be gold on the markét at an aye- 


rage price of more than 35 cents a 
bushel, each animal consumed 
probably from 16 to pounds a 
day. The animals were given 
' heated: water and received the best 
of attention. They were kept 
loose in a corral through the win- 
ter; with plénty of good dry bed- 
ding and an adjacent shelter-shed. 
Superintendent Hatton is well 
ae with the result of his ex- 
ment and inthe course of a 
few days will make a fall report of 
it-to the ‘Department of aeaen 
ture. 

The manayement of the J. Y. 
Griffin Company haveshown much 
interest in the experiment. 

“If more stockmen, instead of 
putting cattle on the market in the 
fall, when 80 much grass beef goes 
on the market and prices are low, 
would feed through the winter and 
put their cattle on the market in 
the spring increased in weight, 
when prices are high and good 
cattle scarce, they would find mach 
greater profit in their business.’ 

In these words Mr. MoPhail, 
the live stock manager of the 
Griffin Company, pointed out toa

The original of the hero is now in 
Alberta; the greatest war artist in 
the world; Mr. Frederick Vilfiers. 

Frederick Villiers is an Imperia- 
list. He has seen the struggles of 
the Empire in various parts of the 
world and of other people who ‘had 
nothing to do with the Empire. 
He is almost as much of a firing- 


gale, One of his earliest experi- 
ences with the pencil was in the 
war between Servia and Turkey in 
1876; next year the Russo-Turkish 
war; in 1882 in the Soudan with 
Lord Beresford and Wolseley. 
In 1885 when the Saskatchewan 
and Alberta redskine were pop- 
ping over redooats in the Canadian 
West, Mr. Villiers came quietly 
out of the Soudan, straddling the 
hollow of a camel. across the Sa- 
hara, till the camel was shot under 
him at Abu Klea and he got a 
bullet through his puttie.

If‘this province is to be saved 
from the ourse of weeds- into 
which sonie. provinces of the Do- 
minion have fallen it behooves 
every farmer to take stock now of 
the seed he has on hand to sow or 
what he bas to buy. Last season 
was @ prosperous one for the weed 
crop. The late and wet spring 
gave the weeds a spleadid oppor. 
tunity to grow and woen the har- 
vest came the tares were garnered 
with the grain. The result is that 
the eeed which the farmer has re- 
tained for this spring's sowing 
should be carefully cleaned before 
it is allowed to go in the gtound- 
Farmers who have to buy seed 
should use every precaution that 
they do not get a supply of weed 
seeds. If high class, pure seed is 
wanted the order should be placed 
at once for guaranteed No. 1 seed 
and to guarantee that the seed de- 
livered is up to the standard, a 
sample should be sent to the Seed 
Laboratory, Department of Agri.

Killioan, in charge of the Domin- 
ion seed branch at Calgary, and a 
report will be forwarded giving 
the grading and the kinde and 
number of weed seeds present, if 
any. The etandard of No. 1 seed 
is pot more than cue noxious weed 
per 1,500 of good seed, while in 
the second quality five weed seeds 
are allowed per 1,000 or seven 
times as many. Farmers who 
have seed for sale or even if they 
have only enough for their own 
use should also have it tested for 
purity before selling or sowiny.

The altruistic desire to establish |School on the - most frivolous 


and maintain a good school so of- 

ten expressed by people with 
whom an inspector comes in con- 
tact prompts me to discuss briefly 
the elements that/ enter into the 
making of a good echool. 

/ The limited opportunities for 
observing favorable conditions, the 
lack of time or inclination “neces- 
sary to study problems pertaining 
to educational subjects, the natur- 
al conservatism with which most 
people look upon school work, the 
failure to appreciate the local situ- 
ation, all tend to give a narrow 
distorted view of what constitutes 
a good school. The idea upper- 
most in the minds of a large num 

ber of people ie that any school 
conceroing which there is no com- 
plaint with reference to its disci- 
pline is a good school. The teach- 
er consequently becomes the sole 
factor in the establishment of a 
good schoo]. Even so great an 
authority as Horace Mann is cred- 
ited with saying: ‘The teacher is 
nine-tenths of the school.” Bat 
conditions have changed mater- 


‘jally since the day of Horace 


Mann, and while the statement 
was undoubtedly true at that time 
in the sense in which it was in 
tended, it is not equally true at 
the present time. 

Today three agencies enter most 
largely into the making of a schoo! 
These are the people, the school 
board, and the teacher. Each has 
obligations and duties to perforin 
which may accelerate or retard the 
establish ment

Their absence is often 
looked upon by those only super- 
ficially interested in the workings 
of a achool as an inconvenience to 
the teacher with no corresponding 
detriment to the ohild. . Rightly. 
understood, the inconvenience is 
slight but the detriment serious. 
The irregular attendant may ap- 
parently achieve the same end as 
the one who has been regular in 
his attendance, but the easy steps 
by which the one has attained his 
end, and the bounds which have 
been necessary on the part of the 
otber to reach the same goal leave 
them unequal in the application 
of the learning they have achieved 
The truth of this may not be 
readily apparent on account of the 
difference in the mental capacities 
of children, but the fact remains 
that a moderate intellectual repast 
taken regularly is more conducive 
to good results than a gluttonous 
indulgence after a period of absti- 
nence. Then again absence from 
school seldom whets the appetite 
for school tasks. lt more oftex 
atropbies the aim, and in conge- 
quence calls for less effort to sus- 
tain the mental growth. 

A good school is worth paying 
for, while a poor school is ao ex- 
travagance. Whata good school 
costs to operate can readily be de- 
termined from actual experience

Intelligently: applied, it 
will work marvels in weed destruc- 
tion. “ The«-killing- of a single 
crop of weeds often means hun- 
dreds of dollars. A good harrow- 
ing after the plow often saves 
enough moisture to produce two 
bushels more wheat to the acre. 
Time to tse a soil packer fre- 
quently saves the ‘price of the 
packer on a sfngle crop. 

By thorough and skilful cultiva- 
tion the soil is broken up, pulver- 
ized into the finest kind of parti- 
cles, so that the warm air and 
moisture ciroulates through it ev- 
enly and freely, and the hairy 
roots of the plant penetrate it 
much more easily. Nitrification 
ocours more readily, and so there 
is more available plant food for 
the crop. Thorough cultivation 
helps to warm up cold damp soils, 
and, if properly applied, it tends 
to prevent the effects of the parch- 
ing winds blowing over dry soils. 

It takes time to give proper cul- 
tivation, but it pays It takes 
time to olean aud select seed, but 
it pays.
